discouraging transient vendors who 
tpy no taxes to the city, and protect- 
ing the established merchant who docs 
pay taxes.

and business offices. 


Solicitors who sell their wares from

The notice was issued, not because the 


tariff commission wants to protect the 
United States against cheap mail order 
guns, but because Smith & "Wesson, who 
manufacture automatics and revolvers in 
this country, complained of the dishonest 
Spanish competition with our home indus- 
try. 
The Spaniards'made inferior copies 


of good American pistols. Counterfeited 
even the names of our manufacturers, and 
Hooded the mail order market with thorn. 
'American gr.nicakcrs want Americans to 
tote American guns. 
"We're not so sure 


that thoughtful Americans will agree with 
them. 


. As between a straight-shooting, sure- 


firing American gun in the hands of a 
crook and ,1 cheap Spanish imitation which 
xar.y happily miss fire, wp don "t know but 


\ 
iv,might be a point of wisdom for tho gov- 


o. encourage substitution of the 


Spanish article. The same may be true of 
American vs. Spanish pistols in the liome. 
where \tlie moron, the temporarily dement- 
ed or dejected or angered member of the 
family can get at them. 


Possibly it will be advisable to rid our- 


selves of the mail order small arm from 
Spain. But the Spanish imitation has no 
more hideous purpose than the mail or- 
der, or even the average counter small arm 
made in America. Its use is to destroy hu- 
man life.' There is nothing sacred, the 
American manufacturer should keep in 
mind, about his own business as against 
the Spanish imitator's so far as the even- 
tual destination of its bullets is concerned.

THE SUBMERGED AUTHOR 


Apropos the recent purchase or chain 


after chain of theaters by a heavily capi- 
talized motion picture corporation, the 
trade journal notes that several years ago 
the producer dominated the picture mar- 
ket: then it was the distributor; and to- 
day it is the theater. 
"And curiously 


enough." says the peiiodical. "it looks as 
though with this new era the producer is 
to come back to his own." 


The remarkable feature about this com- 


mentary is the total lack of recognition of 
the existence of a mere author. Pictures 
may come and pictures may go and some- 
body writes the original scenarios. Who ? •• 
Very few know, and none at all seem to 
care. The movie-viewing public is told the 
name of the distributor, the name of the 
producer and director and both the name 
and fame of each of the principal mem- 
bers of the acting cast. 
But throughout 


the long history of creative achievement 
in the realm of letters and in the province 
of drama, never was the artist primarily 
responsible for the entire conception so 
completely obliterated as is the case in the 
movie theater today. 


There are several icasons. but none of-' 


them are wholly adequate. However, 
perhaps the nearest to the truth is that a 
large number'of the'storic5- on wnit-' 
1- pho- 


toplays are based are not such as would be 
conductive to a burning desire on the part 
of the author to admit having written 
them. Having supplied a scenario on the 
theme of "Scorching Souls" or something 
of that character, the writer, presumably 
being intelligent enough,not to feel any 
pride in such an achievement, is content 
to draw the check for the work and remain 
in obscurity. 


When authors are permitted to write 


wx>rth while stories for motion pictures 
they will probably insist on getting at 
least some of the credit. So the remedy 
seems to lie in patience—that is. in wait- 
ing until producers discover that screen- 
supporting patrons do not want "Flaming 
Love" all the time, or even most of the 
time. They merely put up with it.

This play is attempted by the catche 
more than any one else on the fiel( 
due to the fact he is amply protected 
from possible injury. 
' The rule is very specific covering 
plays In which a fielder obstructs thi 
path of the base-runner. 


It sattes the baserunner shall to 


entitled to advance a base withou 
liability to be put out if he be pre 
vented from making a base by the ob 
struction of the fielder unless he hav< 
the ball in his hand ready to touch 
the baserunner. 


Thus, If the fielder has the ball in 


advance^of, the runner ready to mak 
the touch, he is within 
his rights 


when he blocks the runner off the 
base and touches him out. 


The runner also has a perfect righ- 


to continue on his -way to his objec 
live as he sees fit. There is nothing 
that defines how hard or high h< 
shall slide into the base at which the 
fielder 
is waiting with the ball to 


touch him out. 


In most cases sportsmanship gov 


erns the situation and the' baserun 
ner does not try to gain his point b> 
unnecessary 
roughness which might 


cause the fielder to drop the ball. 


In many plays at the plate, ball and 


baserunner reach the objective at al- 
most the same time. Such plays al- 
ways make for argument as the con- 
tention is invariably raised that the 
runner has been blocked prior to the 
arrival of the ball. 


If the umpire is positive the block- 


Ing has been done before the arrival 


j of the ball, he should call the runner 
safe, regardless of the outcome of 
the play.

Freight Rates— 


It is generally conceded that if the country is to 


have private ownership of railroads they must be sup* 
ported by the shipping and traveling public. 
^ 


The returns from existing rates during the past few 


years have not been adequate to pay a fair return, or 
even any return to the owners of many railroads. This 
is especially true of the roads of the northwest, of 
which the Chicago, Milwaukee &. St. Paul Railway, 
now in receivership, is an important one* 


An application for increased freight rates on western 


roads is now pending before the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. 


The Receivers of the Chicago, Milwaukee &. St. Paul 


Railway have proposed and will advocate before the 
State and Interstate commissions a new plan of rate1 
making by which a very small increase in freight rates ' 
on western railroads can be so distributed among them 
that the maximum benefits can be given to weaker lines 
without unduly favoring the strong, prosperous roads. 


The plan involves segregating the money produced 


by a small increase in freight rates on all western rail- 
roads and putting it into a common fund or pool and 
distributing the money to all the roads by which it is 
earned in the ratio that each road failed during the 
preceding year to earn the 5 *% on its property invest* 
ment which the Transportation Act of 1920 allows. 


If this plan had been in effect during 1924 the 


Milwaukee Road would probably have avoided a 
Receivership. 


The Receivers of the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. 


Paul Railway have not been able to secure the sup- 
port of the other western railroads to their plan and, 
therefore, have decided to advocate the plan inde- 
pendently for the benefit of this property and as the 
E'an which best solves the railroad problem with the 


west burden to shippers. For this purpose the 


Receivers of the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Rail- 
way have engaged former Secretary of State, Mr* 
Charles E. Hughes, to assist them in presenting the
